R 1 and R 2 are both hydrogen, both optionally substituted (C^) alkyl, or are together with 
the carbon to which they are attached form a (C 3 ^)cycloalkyl ring or a 4- to 6- membered 
1 0 heterocyclyl ring. 

R 3 and R 4 are both hydrogen, both optionally substituted (Ci^) alkyl, or are together with 
the carbon to which they are attached form a (C 3 ^)cycloalkyl ring or a 4- to 6- membered 
heterocyclyl ring;

10. Use of a compound of formula (I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable derivative thereof, in 
the manufacture of a medicament for the treatment of obesity.
